2. EMBASSY RAISED POINTS OF REFTEL WITH KAZAKOV OF HYDROMET 
MORNING OF NOVEMBER 29 ON URGENT BASIS, BUT SOVIET DELEGATION 
HAD ALREADY DEPARTED FOR AIRPORT AND WAS UNREACHABLE. KAZAKOV 
SAID THAT DR. 17, RAF, I, CONSIDERED THIS FIRST MEETING OF THE EXPERTS 

IN THIS PROJECT EXTREMELY IMPORTANT AND THE MAIN OBJECTIVE OF 
THE SOVIET DELEGATION IS TO DISCUSS FUTURE COOPERATION. SITE 
VISITS ARE SECONDARY, ACCORDING TO KAZAKOV, AND SOVIET

ARRANGE SITE VISITS FOLLOWING THE FIRST WEEK'S DISCUSSION, SOVIET 
SIDE WOULD BE GRATEFUL. HOWEVER, KAZAKOV REPEATED THAT SUCH 
VISITS WOULD NOT BE NECESSARY IF US HOSTS ARE UNABLE TO REARRANGE 
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
